Money. niakes possible the 
grentest philanthropic schemes and generosi- 
ties. Money makes the world go, and It can 
be made humanity’s supremest blessing. 

Alas, that riches so often prove to be pit- 


“falls to those who seek and to those who possess them! 
‘Men: become. money mad. They want maney, not for the 


privileges which it will afford, but to endeavor to satisfy 
an insatinble greed. Our noge is sadly amMilcted with this 
inglorious mania, and men are endeavoring to get money, 
bonestly If it ls convenient, but they must get money.

The Art of Plowing. 
There is an art in plowing. In ete 


‘l words, there is a way to do the work 
and get.the best results, and. there la a 


way that will be quite the opposite.. 

On. the ground that. does not need 
furtows for drainage, plow from. the 
center, aud to the center alternately, 
and in this way keep the field free 
from forrows and ridges, especially at 
the corners, 

S. BK. Hartman, an experienced. tarm- 
er, says he has seen flelds having the 
sol} so plowed away nlong the lines 
running from center of ficld to ontatde 
cornera by continually throwing fur- 
rows toward the outside of the field, 
that crops would hardly grow on a strip 
8 or 10 feet wide, white much good sall 
was plied in a ridge along the fences 
svhere little use conld be made of It ex- 
cept to grow brinrs and weeds. Start- 
ing the field In the center a few times 
will correct this. Some attempt to 
correct the ridges niong the fences 
by plowing Innds along each site. This 
throws the.furrow from the fence, but 
eveates a ridge along the back furrow 
and does pat alll the low places at the 
LUTHETS. 4 

By doing a little measuring before 
starting to ‘plow, and ocedsivnully waile 
the pluwlng 1s In progress to see that 
aul sides and corners ‘are kept equal 
distances ‘frou the fence, almost any 
shape of lot can be plowed froni the 
center, The furrows left from the last 
pluwing Will also belp in plowing from 
the center, 

It ds better to plow rather shallow 
in case the soll Is dry, in tue spring; 
than to plow deeper, say 7 or 8 inches. 
But {t is best nut to tury up too much 
subsall excepting where it fg intended 
ty Certiiize heavily, or where tt {8 in- 
tended ta get the surface sull deeper 
than that already op the field. 

Plowing [s not so slutple an opera. 
thon as 1 would appear, and ft is sur- 
pelsing how few farmers are really 
good plowmen.
